Summary
At the upcoming Planning Commission meeting staff will introduce the Regional

Growth Center (RGC) Plan. The RGC Plan will identify a community vision for
the area, determine appropriate development patterns and land uses, identify
needed infrastructure projects, and respond to changes and opportunities
presented by Sound Transit’s Everett Link Extension (EVLE or ST3).

The RGC Plan will be happening concurrently with the 2024 Comprehensive
Plan update and planning for ST3.

Project Background

Lynnwood’s Regional Growth Center (RGC) was designated in 1995 by the
Puget Sound Regional Council (PSRC). The Lynnwood RGC includes the
majority of City Center and the area around Alderwood Mall, comprising about
15% of the City’s land area.

PSRC has designated 29 regional growth centers within King, Snohomish,
Pierce, and Kitsap counties. Regional growth centers are designated locations
with the region’s most significant business, governmental, and cultural facilities
and are planning for growth. They are a focal points for planned growth,
economic development, and infrastructure investments. PSRC’s Vision 2050 plan
prioritizes funding and supports planning and programming in the regional growth
centers.

Since the 1990s, the City has adopted plans, policies, and visions to concentrate
growth in Lynnwood’s Regional Growth Center. The RGC Plan is a continuation
of these previous commitments. It will incorporate previous planning efforts (such
as City Center Subarea Plan) and will coordinate with new efforts, such as the
2024 Comprehensive Plan update and Sound Transit’'s Everett Link Extension.

The City has contracted with OTAK to help develop the RGC Plan. The RGC
Plan must satisfy the state Growth Management Act requirements (RCW
36.70A.080) and comply with PSRC Vision 2050 subarea plan requirements for
regional growth centers.



The Lynnwood RGC project includes the following components:
e Coordination with Everett Link Extension (ST3) and 2024
Comprehensive Plan update
e New Subarea Plan document with vision, goals, and policies (land use,
housing, economic development, parks/open space, transportation)
e SEPA Environmental Review with EIS and Planned Action Ordinance
e Development Standards and Implementation Recommendations

Community engagement will be ongoing throughout the project.
